Less Government 
Intervention in 
Farming Sought 

BURLINGTON. Wis. — Advocat- 
ing a policy of more independent 
farming, without too much govern- 
ment intervention in the life and 
affairs of the farmer, Henry C. 
Schadeberg, Republican candidate 
for first district congressman, de- 
livered an address in Edgerton con- 
cerning his position on the national 
farm problem. 

With the problems of the farmer 
being of prime concern,, after hav- 
ing been geared ta farm affairs for 
years, Schadeberg conferred with 
many leading agricultural leaders 
and his farm policy is the result of 
long and careful study and delib- 
eration. 

Schadeberg stated that the pres- 
ent program feeds upon itself and 
in his opinion the ideal farm pro- 
grams one in which there is a min- 
imum of interference by the govern- 
ment. 

"The cause of the difficulties murt 
be sought out," said Schadeberg, 

While he conceded that some pro- 
gram of price, support and acreage 
control may be necessary until a 



way is found out of the present sur- 
plus problem, he maintained that 

there must come a day when the 
government will only assist the far- 
mer and not restrict him. 

As a positive means toward solv- 
ing the problem, Schadeberg sug- 
gested two possible steps. One, 

setting up a farm commission of 
those close to the problem to study 

farm conditions as a whole and to 
report back to congress with recom- 
mendations for such legislation that 
will free the farmers from restric- 
tive and regulatory controls. 
. The second step involves setting 
up a farm research program to co- 
operate with the farmer, farm 
groups and feed and fertilizer in- 
dustries to develop new methods of 
production at lower costs and. to 
work out methods of marketing tha; 
will return to the firmer the maxi? 
mum reward for his own labors; 
Included in this research could be 
means of developing new markets 
and new uses for farm produce a* 
home and abroad, he saisi

numbering system adopted in 2ft 
states, including Illinois and Wis- 
consin, but effective April 1, 1960 
boats in 15 other states and the 
District of Columbia must be 
numbered under the federal boating 
act of 1953. 

On that date the coast guard will 
start receiving applications for num' 
bers in those 15 states which have 
not yet adopted their own number- 
ing systems. These will be for 
boats of more than 10 horsepower. 

These states are Alaska, Connecti- 
cut, Georgia, Hawaii, Idaho, Maine, 
Massachusetts, Iowa, Nevada, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, Tennessee, Wyoming, Wash- 
ington and the District of Columbia. 

The completed application form 
and a fee murt be filed with the 
post office. At that time a blue 
federal boating stamp will be affixed 
to the application and a temporary 
certificate will be returned to the 
applicant. 

This certificate will serve ad 
proof of compliance with the law 
until such time a3 the application 
haf been processed by the coast 
guard.
